(Currently Amended) A pharmaceutical composition for the tr e atm e nt of disord e rs respon s ive 
to op e ning of KCNQ potassium chann e ls comprising a therapeutically effective amount of the 
compound of claim 1 in association with a pharmaceutical^ acceptable carrier, adjuvant or diluent. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method for the treatment of disorders responsive to opening of the 
KCNQ potassium channels in a mammal in need thereof, wherein said disorders are acute and chronic 
pain, migraine, neuropathic pain, bipolar disorders, convulsions, mania, epilepsy, anxiety, and 
depression and neurod e g e n e rativ e disorders , which comprises administering to said mammal a 
therapeutically effective amount of the compound of claim 1.
